ON THE ROSARY 


SPEAKS OF ITS ORIGIN IN THE 


CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


SOME ANCIENT 
TRADITIONS 


The 
Feast of 
the Most Holy Ros 


ary Is Celebrated at St. 


Mary's Church. 


At St. Mary's church Sunday morn- 


Ing Father Goebel took occasion 
to 


commemorate the day, which Is set 
apart In the church calendar In honor 
of the Feast or the 
Most Holy Ilos- 


ary, by recounting some of the tradi- 
tions of the development and history 
of tnat sacred ceremonial. 
The stor- 


ies were all told quite simply but Im- 
pressively, touching with high emph- 
asis on the high regard In which tlie 
Catholics have always held the Ros- 
ary, and on Its actual power as an ef- 
fective form of prayer. 


In the early ages, tlie speaker said, 


the people dwelling in the tar east 
were accustomea to bestow their high- 
est forms ot honor on their distin- 
guished personages, by 
decorating 


tiiem with various badges of special 
Import. 
Among the most notable or 


these was tlie crown of roses. 


A Crown of Roces 


At a later day the Christians took 


up the same Idea, and In the church 
at that time, and the statue of tile vir- 
gin Mary was decorated with a crown 
of roses. 
Many have brought this 


same custom to this country, and there 
are those that feel that something Is 
lacking and Inappropriate when 
no 


crown appears on the head of the 
statue of the virgin. 


Still later Saint Gregory adoted the 


same custom, but In his crowning of 
the Virgin Mary, he substituted the 
spiritual crown tor the actual, and a 
crown of prayer was made to take the 
part of the tangible wreath of flow- 
eca. 
Under his tutelage the people 


acquired the habit of using this crown 
of salutations to the Holy Mother. 


In Ireland 
Later Saint Bridget In Ireland per- 


fected the same custom, making It pos- 
sible for everyone, however simple or 
untutored, to crown the Virgin. 
In 


order that the supllcaut might know 
how many salutations had been em- 
ployed a number of beads of wood, 
stone, or metal were strung together, 
to keep account of the repetitions. ' 


Saint Dobey was the next to make 


notable use of the Kosary. 
Through- 


cut tne whole Catholic world he was 
cherished ns one of the most loved and 
distinguished of the saints, and for 
this reason he was called upon at the 
time of the great heresy of the Albl- 
senses In the south of France. 
He 


made repeated efforts, using his In- 
genuity to bring forth 
arguments 


which would aid him In preaching to 
them, but all was of no avail. Fin- 
ally ns a last resort, he bethought him 
self of the Ilosary. 


Alblgenslan Heresy 


Ily this time the.heresy had reach- 


ed Its height, and the people of tne 
district had fallen Into Its toils and 
their souls were being dragged 
to 


perdition. 
At 
this Juncture Saint 


Mary appeared to him and ndvlseu 
him to tell the people 01 ills custom 
of prayer In her honor. 
"Go," sho 


said,."and teac'u my Ilosary." 
He did 


so, preaching that alone, and the peo- 
ple came In such numbers that no 
caurch was large enough to nccomo- 
date them and the heresy was broken. 


There are those who have a teml-i 


ency to look on the ceremony wltn 
a touch of scorn. 
They say with a 


fine sarcasm. It Is good enough for 
women and children, but It Is not prac- 
tical. 
It Is little better than a sup- 


•rstltlon. 
Other object to the repeti- 


tion. 
In this they are mistaken. It 


s In Its repetition that a great share 
of Its power lies. 


Its Great Power 


While the same'"Hail Man"' Is be- 


ng repeated overe anil over again, 
the mind Is naturally lead by the mon- 
itonous reiteration to think of one 
grand central Idea. 
Some 
great 


hlng occupies the mind and 
tne 


heart, as the result of this repetition 
of which some persons speak with sar- 
casm. 
The great subjects of the 


crucifixion, the annunciation, ami the 
assumption are brought up with.re- 
newed force while the beads are being 
counted one after another. 
This Ilosary has something almost 


mysterious about It In that no man, 
lowever high, or however learned or 
powerful, he may be. can get any 
tlgher than the poorest and most un- 
sophisticated. 
This form of prayer 


s meditation, and It Is meditation 
which the great colleges and univer- 
sities today tench the students to cul- 
tivate. 
It Is the highest aspiration ot 
ill souls. 
And however Ignorant a 


man may be he Is capable of It. 


Its Services to the Church 
No matter how It may be ridiculed, 


.he fact remains that it has done great 
service to the church. 
In the heresy 


of 1G71. when the land was 
being 


swept In Its power as by a scourge, 
t was the rosary which was able to 
stem its power. 
At every time since 


t was first introduced great rewards 
Jiave come to those who have prayed 
it faithfully. 
We are all exposed to many dangers 


and evils, and It Is always a wise and 
precautionary measure to have some 
protection with us. 
A rosary. 
a 


crucifix or a medal carried in the poc- 
ket has often been known to stand 
In the way of great harm.

ula Is also a form of protection which 
cannot wisely be disregarded.

A great deal is being said these 


days about railroad mergers and cum* 
blnatlons ot various, kinds, and the 
notion prevails to large extent that 
these 
organizations, 
representing 


large blocks of capital, are invention!) 
of the devil, -pure and simple, and 
that their sole object is to accumulate 
ill gotten gains, at the expense of the 
public In general, and God's patient 
poor In particular.. 


While It Is doubtless true that priv- 


ileges are sometimes abused, yet it 
is the rare exception, and not 
tho 


rule. 
Industrial and transportation 


combines are organized for tho pro- 
tection of both capital and labor. It 
they are successful labor finds steady 
employment and at better wages than 
•when the business Is conducted at a 
loss. 


The era of concentration of both 


capital and labor Is upon us and many 
changed conditions result. 
Organiz- 


ed labor representing but a fragment 
of the labor of the country, dictates 
by arbitrary rules the number of 
hours that shall comprise a working 
day and tho scale of wages to be paid. 
Unorganized labor adopts the day and 
the scale, and the labor merger ac- 
complishes Its mission. 


Industrial combinations fix tho price 


of a commodity, and competing produc- 
ers adopt the same price. 


Tho farmer Is' about the only%artls- 


an who has escaped tho mania, and 
he Is In a fair way to get In line. 


There has recently been organized, 


by the farmers of the northwest, The 
Farmers' National Co-operation 
Ex 


change, with headquarters In Chicago. 


The capital stock Is $50,000,000 In 


shares of J10 each. 
The object of 


the organization Is to eliminate mid 
dlemen and prevent ruinous com- 
petition. 
The argument used Is that 


the market for cereals should be con' 
trolled by supply and demand, and ne; 
ver flooded by over-production. When 
wheat Is SO cents the price should be 
maintained by not flooding the mar 
ket. 


No one will thlnk'of criticising the 


farmer in this effort to better his con' 
dltlon. although It Is plain to be seen 
that ho, has borrowed his argument 
and method from the ' Industrial and 
labor combine. 


It Is always well to remember 
In 


discussing this many sided question, 
that this Is a free land, and privileg- 
ed classes are not recognized. 
The 


man who talks the loudest about soul' 
less corporations and wicked combines 
is usually the man who would go the 
farthest to join one, If he had an op- 
portunity.

VOTE ON SCHOOL QUESTIONS 


Registration Lists Entered b/ School 


Teachers Tomorrow Comply 


with State Law. 


For the first time In tho history of 
the state, women of Wisconsin will go 
to the registration bootlis tomorrow 
and leave their names and addresses 
in order that next November they 
may be entitled to a voice In the fu- 
ture administration oC school affairs. 
All that Is required IB that the wo- 
man shall reside In the precinct In 
which she registers and that 
she 


shall confess to 
being 
twenty-one 


years of age or over. 


Owing to the new law, which goes 
into effect In Janesvlllo for 
the first 


time this fall, all registration, both of 
men and women, must, be, .made by 
street number Instead of alphabetical- 
ly as heretofore. 
It will therefore be 


wise. If not absolutely necessary for 
ever}' voter, nialo or female to attend 
to registration 
personally. 
Women, 


especially, are urged to give this mat- 
ter their thoughtful attention. 


Work By Teachers 


While It Is safer for all voters to 
register personally, many women who 
do not find the opportunity to visit the 
registration booths tomorrow will nev- 
ertheless have their names on 
the 
lists. 
It lias long been tho custom 


for the hoard of education to assist 
the registration boards by furnishing 
lists ot the voters and this year the 
board of education will be aided In 
its work by the school teachers, who 
are preparing lists of women who are 
eligible to vote. 
These names will 
be registered tomorrow. 


Is It Legal? 
The plan of having teachers attend 


to these lists has aroused considerable 
discussion and' difference of opinion, 
some people believing that the law re- 
quires registration In person In ever}' 
instance. 


Need Not Be Personal 


According to Uisincl Attorney W; 


A. Jackson and several other promi- 
nent attorneys the proposed plan Is 
perfectly legal. 
Ho says that, 
any 


one may register for another person 
on tomorrow but on the second regis- 
tration day, Tuesday, Oct. 21. regis- 
tration must be by personal applica- 
tion or by affidavit. 
The difference 


of opinion over tho subject 
arises 


from the fact that the law requires 
personal registration on both days 
in cities of the first class, such as Mil- 
waukee. 
In cities of the 
second 
class and under, the registration on 
the first day need not be personal. As 
Janesville belongs to the cities of -.10 
third class, the registration lists made 
out by the teachers and enrolled at 
the booths under authority -of the 
board of. education will meet the re- 
quirements of the law absolutely.

CROP THREATENED WITH SHED 


BURN AND POLE ROT. 


WEATHER IS NOT FAVORABLE 


Sheds Are Kept Closed and Fires Kept 


Burning—Many Sales Re- 


ported.1 


While tho 1902 crop of tobacco has 


been safely shedded . tho 
grower 


should not tnlnk that all danger to the 
Injury of the crop Is passed. 
Now Is 


the critical time and under the pres- 
ent weather conditions a crop can he 
easily damaged If not-ruined by shed 
Inirn and pole rot. The continued 
•wet weather tempered neither 
by 


sunshine or freeze has a tendency to 
soften and rot the stems of the par- 
tially cured leaves and allow them 
to drop from the stalk. 
The late 


harvested tobacco which has 
Just 
started to cure Is liable to shed burn 
if hung too closely In the sheds. 
Doth of these dangers are present 


this year and many farmers are dry- 
ing out their sheds with fires and 
also keeping them pretty well closed 
to "keep the crop from being Injured. 


The 1900 crop had similar condi- 


tions to contend with and was damag- 
ed to a considerable extent. 


The buying Is Btill going on around 


through the growing districts and a 
large quantity of leaf Is 
contracted 


for each week and a large portion 01 
thc crop will soon be bargained for. 
Most of the crops have been purchas- 
pel ttround c I slit, cents unu tnlH suorns 
to be the established tlgure for the 


no damage occurs to the crop while 
In the shed there will be no trouble 
at delivery time, but if It shows shed 
hum and pole rot there Is bomw to 
bo lots of trouble. 
Many dealers and many growers 


are holding off from making contracts 
"or further delivery until tho crop Is 
entirely cured and the grower Knows 
what he has to sell and the dealer 
what-ho Is buying. 
The crop Is a large one and there 
is no reason why all tho dealers can 
not get what tobacco they need. The 
big corporations have bought heavily 
BO far and will buy more.

te less hurry and rush this season 
than there has been .for some time. 
A majority of the dealers preferring 
to Take their time to lift the crop 
•The dealers on settling on eight 
cents as an average price for the crop 
have done so with the Idea )hat tl ey 
can handle tho crop at this price 
and make a little money.
